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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that Shteyn does not disclose 
that a DCM determines whether a device has a particular functionality. Exanniner, respectfully, disagrees. Shteyn discloses that the DCM 
is used to register a device's capabilities (col. 3, line 51-col. 4, line 7). In order to register a device's capabilities, the DCM must first 
determine what capabilities the device has. In addition, this registry allows any other device or application to also determine the device's 
capabilities (col. 4, lines 5-7). 

Applicant further asserts that the Specification does not disclose "that presence or lack of the time compensating function is made known 
to any other device on the network." Specifically, the combination of the Specification and Shteyn "does nothing to suggest that the time 
compensating function is not purely an internally known and internally used function of a device having it." Again, Examiner, respectfully, 
disagrees. The Specification discloses that whether or not a device has a time compensation function will determine the manner in which 
the device operates. In order words, a device with a time compensation function will interact with other devices in a manner different than 
a device without a time compensation function. Therefore, the time compensation function is not purely an internally known and internally 
used function of a device having it. For example, as suggested by the Specification, if an external video device assumes that another 
video device has a time compensation function when it does not, then the recorded picture will deviate from the reproduced picture. 
Thus, in order to properly record the video picture, each device has to know if the other device requires time compensation. As such. 
Examiner maintains that the use of a time compensation function is a capability of a device that would be available to external devices 
since this capability affects how a device interacts with other devices. 

Applicant additionally asserts that Tobias does not disclose a time setting function. However, regardless of whether or not Tobias 
discloses a time setting function, Examiner submits that Shteyn in view of Applicant's admitted prior art discloses the time setting 
function, as outlined above. Therefore, Tobias is not required to disclose the time setting function. 

For the foregoing reasons, Examiner maintains that the claims are obvious in view of the cited prior art. 
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
